POLITICAL 



David R. Francis, of Missouri, form 
erly of Kentucky, is mentioned in East- 
ern papers as a suitable man for the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 
1908. 

The name of Charles S. Francis, of 
Troy, N. Y., was sent to the Senate as 
ambassador to Austria-Hungary. For- 
merly he was American minister to 
Greece. 

Count Witte, Russia's premier, vir- 
tually announces his retirement, indi- 
cating that his successor will be Privy 
Counsellor Kokovsoff, former minister 
of finance. 

Admiral Dewey before the House 
Committee on naval affairs advocated 
more big battlesnips for our navy. He 
urged that they be of American design, 
declaring our navy should be creative, 
not imitative. 

Gov. Beckham has made the positive 
statement that he will not, forany pur- 
pose whatever, extend the call for the 
extra session of the General Assembly. 
Some wanted the call extended to con- 
sider an appropriation for the James- 
town Exposition.
